Campaign; G .O .P . Choice 
Hurls Bitter Criticisms 


— NEW YORK, Oct. 24— With only eleven days left in the red-hot 1940 presidential 
campaign, the American people today were really becoming steamed up— politically. 
The nation’s editors were alloting heavier page one space to politics, less to the 
World War. 
Radio interest had swerved from dramatic serials, dance music and news commenta- 
# tors to the political orators themselves. 
President Roosevelt, Wendell Willkie and Al Smith— speaking one after the other 
over the radio last night— threw the hectic campaign into high gear and attracted 
perhaps the biggest listening audience of the year. 
m 
All three were in top-notch form. 
Roosevelt, in his perfect diction and slight Harvard^ accent, and speaking from 
Philadelphia in his first political address of the campaign, attacked Willkie’s “falsifi­ 
cations” and proclaimed anew his fidelity to peace. 
Al almost the same time, Willkie and Smith— Willkie in^New York and Smith in 
ft Brooklyn— were hitting back at the third-term candidate. 
Willkie, whose voice is middle western in tone, charged that the Roosevelt adminis­ 
tration is heading the country to bankhuptcy and state socialism through the coneen-; 
tration of power. 
He warned against “one-man rule.” 
And he reiterated his challenge j 
- to meet Roosevelt in debate of the issues on the same platform. 
Al Smith, blunt and hoarse-voiced, also blasted Roosevelt, charging the President 
with being “the chief apostle” of class hatred in the nation.

Roosevelt 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 —* The 
3940 presidential campaign swung 
into a rip-snorting finish today as 
president Roosevelt shed his glov­ 
es and accepted the challenge of 
his Republican opponent, Wendell 
Winkle, to debate the issues. 
If the speech delivered by Mr. 
Roosevelt 
in 
Philadelphia 
last 
night to 
a wildly enthusiastic 
crowd was any criterion, the order 
of the day from now to November 
5 is “no holds barred.” 
“I will not pretend I find this 
ant unpleasant duty,” declared the 
President in telling of his deter­ 
mination to brand many of the 
statem ents of his opposition as de­ 
liberate m isstatem ents of fact. “I 
am an old cam paigner and I love 
a good fight.” 
The chief executive, in the un­ 
animous opinion of those who have 
campaigned with him In 1932, 1936 
and this year, was in top fighting 
form a t Philadelphia as he sm ash­ 
ed at W illkie’s charges the 
New 
Deal was leading the country into 
W’ar, had entered into secret for­ 
eign alliances, had failed to reduce 
unemployment and had stagnated 
business. 
Fear Campaign Charged 
Throwing a few counter-punch­ 
es, Mr. Roosevelt suggested that 
“certain techniques of propaganda, 
created and developed in dictator 
countries have been imported into 
this campaign” by the Republicans 
“for the purpose 
of filling the 
minds and hearts of the American 
people with fear.” 
Deep shafts were aimed at some 
of Willkie’s m ajor charges in a 
single paragraph of the President s 
speech, which was frankly politi­ 
cal, and for which the Democratic 
national committee had paid all 
charges, 
both

He summed up 
aa follows: 
“But it is entirely a different 
thing for any part or any candi­ 
date to state, for example, that 
the President of the United States 
i telephoned to Mussolini and Hitler

D raft headquarters in Washington 
posted its policies clarifying rights 
of potential conscripts to debt 
“moratoriums" under the Soldiers 
and Sailors Civil Relief Act of 
1940, 
The chief provision under tho 
v 
law, it was pointed out. comprised 
the 
wide 
discretionary 
power 
given to all courts to stay enforce­ 
m ent of judgments, or even to 
prevent filing of suits for judg­ 
ments. 
Four other provisions al­ 
so were listed as follows: 
1. 
No default judgment can be 
obtained against any man of mili­ 
tary age unless the court is first 
informed by affidavit of his mili­ 
tary status. 
2. 
Generally, no judgm ent can 
be collected against any man in 
m ilitary service unless a bond is 
posted ta Indemnify him should 
the judgment be reversed after he 
has finished training. 
3. 
Courts are empowered to 
extend the time of payment of a 
judgment, 
not to exceed three 
months after completion of serv­ 
ice. or may arrange for payment 
in instalments over a longer pe­ 
riod. 
4. 
No man in m ilitary service 
may be suet! unless he is repre­ 
sented in court. If not represent­ 
ed by his own attorney, the court 
will appoint an attorney to act 
for him —but the conscript is not 
bound by any action of an ap­ 
pointed attorney

LONDON, 
Oct. 
24—Unfavor- 
able flying weather and active 
British defenses once more con­ 
spired during the night and early 
today to keep Nazi raiders aw ay 
from the center of London and 
give the capital a further respite 
from heavy bombing attacks. 
The night wa<s one of the quiet­ 
est the city has experienced since 
the aerial “blitzkrieg” began, al­ 
though intense flashes of gunfire 
on 
the 
outskirts 
occasionally 
lighted the sky. 
There were two alarm s during 
the night, the first ending about 
2 a. rn. (8 p. rn. Wednesday, and 
the 
second 
term inating 
around 
7:30 a. rn. (1:30 a. rn.) after only 
slight activity although distant 
anti-aircraft fire and the drone of 
planes were heard. 
Virtually no one lef^ th e under­ 
ground shelters between the two 
alarm s, London’s 250th a r^ 251st 
since the w ar began. 
For the most part during the 
hours of darkness the raiders re­ 
verted to their old “nuisance” tac­ 
tics, gliding in over sections of 
London and then roaring out at 
top speed. 
A few high explosive 
and oil (incendiary) bombs were 
dropped. 
W eather over the Straits of Do­ 
ver remained unfavorable for fly­ 
ing today. 
Rainclouds 
gathered 
over the sea, which was whipped 
by a cold northeast wind. As the 
morning progressed, however, a 
heavy m ist shrouding the straits 
partially lifted and visibility im ­ 
proved. 
The Air and Home Security 
M inistries announced th a t London 
and the nearby home counties 
were the chief objectives of the 
night raids, which were not on a 
large scale, although houses and 
shops were damaged a t several 
points. 
Few casualties were reported, 
the communique said, although 
some persons were known to have 
been killed.

The date of Navy 
D ay is selected because it is Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt’s birthday, the late 
president having done much 
to 
develop the N avy during his ad­ 
it m inistration. 
The purpose of N avy Day is to 
stim ulate in terest in the Navy and 
to create a b etter understanding 
of 
its 
aims, 
accom plishm ents, 
functions and im portance in n a ­ 
il tional life. The them e this year is: 
‘•Keep the N avy S tro n g ”. 
The 
following statem en t 
con­ 
cerning the N avy is issued by the 
N avy D epartm ent: 
“The need for a tw o-ocean fleet 
# has arisen alm ost over night. U n­ 
til a few m onths ago there were 
few persons who seriously advo­ 
cated such a large expansion of 
our 
naval forces. The 
changed 
view point 
is obviously a 
conse- 
$ 
quence of the world wide and ra ­ 
pidly changing political cataclysm 
now on us. 
"A navy or arm y m ay be said 
to be strong only by com parison 
w ith the corresponding forces of 
1 actual or potential foes. In 1936, a t 
the expiration of the L im itation of 
A rm am ents agreem ents we had a 
strong 
navy. It was 
thoroughly 
well capable of dealing' w ith any 
force a t all likely to jeopardize 
a cu r 
interests. There were 
then 
some 
persons 
to point out 
th a t 
a com bination of B ritish and Ja p ­ 
anese navies ag ain st us would be 
m ost em barrassing. We could not 
m eet the B ritish N avy in the At- 
g iantic and a t the sam e tim e deal 
with the Japanese in the Pacific. 


B ut the probability of any such 
com bination 
w as too rem ote 
to 
w orry 
about and certainly 
not 
sufficient to w arran t the expense 
of building a two-ocean fleet. 
"W e m ight as well have w or­ 
ried 
about earth ’s collision 
w ith 
another s ta r in the Heavens. Al­ 
though B ritain w as our principal 
com petitor In international trade, 
she w as also our best custom er and 
we liers. B ritain looked on us as 
her 
best friend—the one 
friend 
who could be counted as non-ag­ 
gressive irrespective of the kaleid­ 
oscope of international pow er poli­ 
tics. Above all, B ritain w as te th ­ 
ered to th e orbit of pow er politics 
in E urope and seriously em bar­ 
rassed by Japanese aggression in 
the O rient. H er N avy could be 
elm iniated 
altogether from 
our 
considerations as a possible oppon­ 
ent in com bination w ith another 
navy ag ain st us. Hence there was 
then 
no valid reason for a 
two- 
ocean A m erican Navy. 
Expansion Voted 
"Follow ing term ination of the 
L im itation T reaties there cam e a 
ra th e r rapid expansion of foreign 
nav ies—-notably 
in the cases 
of 
Jap an and B ritain. G erm an re -a r­ 
m am ent 
also stim ulated 
French 
naval building, and th a t in turn 
accounted for Italian activity. All 
in all the rapid “piling up”, as 
President Roosevelt put it, of naval 
arm am en t abroad m ade it desir­ 
able for us to keep pace. This we 
did on the basis of the old-5-3 
proportions and w ithout any in­ 
tention of an expansion rep resen t­ 
ing a so called two-ocean navy. 
“In 1939 the W orld began to 
be turned upside down about us, 
w ith G erm any on the upside /m d 
a long list of nations including 
France going down. There seemed 
to be no lim it to the am bitions 
of G erm an leaders and their allies. 
So long as the B ritish N avy re­ 
m ained 
strong, 
however, 
there 
seem ed to be little danger of a g ­ 
gression ag ain st us or our general 
in terests elsewhere. This w as not 
a question of the B ritish N avy 
being our first or last line of de­ 
fense, but of its being her own sal­ 
vation. 
"In this period of doubt as to 
the outcom e of the w ars in E u r­ 
ope and Asia, in this era of ram ­ 
p an t aggression w herein the pow­ 
e r of m ight seem s to be the only 
lim it to conquest, we should be 
prepared to take care of ourselves 
no m a tte r w hat m ight happen to 
B ritain and her Navy.

Plain-talking Governor John Townsend 
of Indiana sent word to Washington that 
Roosevelt alone could provide the spark 
needed to set the campaign going; that in 
a two-week speaking tour in a half-dozen 
states, he had found the people feeling 
* that if their votes were wanted they were 
worth being wooed. 
Above all came the warning that the 
great mass 
of voters 
were 
profoundly 
fearful of war. 
This was rated the over­ 
shadowing issue of the campaign, and the 
reason for the large proportion of undecid­ 
ed voters in every state poll, ranging from 
8 to as high as 22 percent.

• What is the “Iowa diet” for the 
prevention and treatment of tooth 
decay? 
Boyd recently has reviewed the 
results of studies by himself and 
the late Dr. Charles Drain, rela­ 
tive to the prevention and arrest 
of caries of the dentin, in the 
presence of diets adequate in the 
“protective” foods. On observa­ 
tions of over 250 children, over a 
period of years, these investiga-

tors have observed that caries, 
which has already passed beyond 
the tooth enamel and has invaded 
the dentin, can be arrested in as 
short a period as ten weeks, and 
the caries judged as definitely in­ 
active, when adequately protec­ 
tive diets are fed. The daily food 
components of this so-called “Iowa 
Diet,*' are as follows: 
One quart of milk per day 
One egg 
One ounce of butter 
One teaspoonful of cod liver oil 
the year round 
Two vegetables, one being raw 
Fresh fruits. 
Intestinal Flu 
Is intestinal flu, when it occurs, 
always associated with influenza 
of the chest? 
“Intestinal flu” is a kind of slang 
term used by doctors to designate 
an epidemic of mild dysentery oc­ 
curring in the winter which has 
been 
prevalent in the United 
States for the past few winters. 
Nobody really knows its nature, 
and it might as well be called in­ 
testinal flu as anything. Bacteri­ 
ologists do not recognize it be­ 
cause bacteriologists do not know 
the germ that causes influenza. 
Intestinal complications are very 
unusual in epidemics of actual in­ 
fluenza. The only danger in the 
use of the term is that it will be 
applied carelessly to cases which 
are actually appendicitis or other 
foin.s f organic disease. 
What are the causes and treat­ 
ment of brittle fingernails? 


This is one of the frequent ques­ 
tions sent to me which is easier 
asked than answered. The doctors 
have a name for it, however—ony­ 
chorrhexis—little as they know 
about it. It is due to a malforma­ 
tion of the nail plate. Any chronic 
disease is likely to cause brittle­ 
ness. Also any disturbance of nu­ 
trition. 
Repeated slight injuries may 
also be the cause—the nails crack 
or break, thus keeping up a par­ 
tial exposure of the nailbed. To 
prevent or treat, it may be neces­ 
sary to keep the nails protected 
with some such covering as heavy 
adhesive plaster, continuously day 
and night—and for a long time. 
Improvement in general health is 
always followed by improvement 
in the “tone” of fingernails. Nu­ 
tritious diets containing Vitamins 
A and D and milk to supply cal­ 
cium are indicated; if the cause is 
a local infection with fungus 
growths, local antiseptic applica­ 
tions or x-ray.

P. C. Holdenville. Ok.—“Please 
tell through your column if there 
is anything that can be done for 
leakage of the heart in a child of 
seven. 
Answer: The verdict “leakage 
of the heart” frightens people, but 
it actually is not so serious. Noth­ 
ing can be done to alter the dam­ 
age to the heart, but the condition 
is compatible with long life and 
comfortable health. The principal 
treatment is not to frighten the 
patient into limiting the activities 
cf normal life: exercise is good 
for people with valvular heart 
disease.
